eight per cent. of fat in buffalo milk. 
The approximate analysis of butter 
made from buffalo milk is: Water, 
14.08 per cent.; fat, 83,30 per cent.; 
casein and curds, 0.84 per cent.; salt 
(sodium chloride), 1.78 per cent. 

“The largest milk depot I have ever 
seen is in Berlin, Germany, though 
the Toronto dairies are an éducation 
for cleanlines and’ efficiency. 

“The farmers.of India are ignorant 
and uneducated, and it is hard ‘to 
introduce any improvements among 
them, 

“Up to now‘we have been wasting 
a good deal of skimmed milk, but 
when I: go back we shall make, cheese 
of it.:,You see, Hindoos are largely 
vegetarians, and therefore have no 
pigs to feed with skimmed milk.: I 
will also. introduce the. most modern 
types of machineryS Owing to the 
heat, we have to put the milk in air- 
tight tins; and I am going to have 
machinery sent over, also, to’ make 
these tins. ° 

“T .have learned much during my 
travels, chiefly the importance of at- 
tending to minor details, which hith- 
erto we have neglected,” concluded 
Mr. Cowasjee. ‘

N.8S.W. But: soon the discoveries 
around Ballarat and Bendigo, in Vio- 
toria, eclipsed all others, and the set 
tlement at Melbourne became the port 
of entry into Australia for all the ad- 
venturers of the earth. 

‘Wild beyond- imagining were the 
scenes of those days, A stream com- 
posed of all the elements of our hu- 
manity poured to the fields. Such 
men as the late, Lord Salisbury jos- 
tled side by side with wild cow-boys 
from Western America, deserting sail- 
or-men from foreign ships, doctors, 
barristers, “younger sons,” workers of 
all sorts, and a goodly proportion of 
plain ruffians. he story was that 
gold was to.be picked up in the fields 
as stones might be in England. 

Certainly fortunes were often made 
by the lucky turn of a pick. Money— 
vast sume of it—came into the most 
incongruous hands. A typical story 
is of an Trish navvy—of a sudden 
made rich’ past all his computing— 
who came down from the fields, re- 
solved to live a life of pampered lux- 
ury for the future. He was going to 
have, he declared, “bacon and epgs 
every day for breakfast, and bacon 
and eggs for dinner, and, by gosh, 
bacon and eggs for tea!” \ 

It was into such strange hands that 
fortunes fell. 

The money. made by the diggers 
themselves seldom remained long with 
them. What had: come quickly’ went 
quickly. In the true digger’s blood 
the gold-fever always burned. He 
made wealth,. spent wealth, and was 
then again dut “prospecting” for more 
gold. 

It is characteristic of the most typi- 
eal Australian gold-miner that he 
hates to work for wages. He likes 
“to be his own boss,” will prefer to 
work on some little claim of his own, 
making enough to keep him in food, 
or less, rather ‘than to accept high 
wages from an employer. He always 
cherishes the hope,.of “striking it 
rich”’ once again, 

Prospecting still goes on in most of 
the Australian states, and there is no 
doubt at all that big discoveries are 
yet to be made. The Northern Terri- 
tory, which is as yet unexplored, ex- 
cept in the most casual way, will 
probably be the site of the next great 
gold discoveries in Australia. ‘The 
country is known to be mineral-bear- 
ing, and around Port-Darwin gold has 
been already discovered. Once the 
news goes around of a big alluvial 
find, and the story of Sofala, of Ben- 
digo, of Coolgardie will be repeated, 
and from all quarters will stream the 
prospesiort, eager on the trail of the 
gold.

ognized nomad, here today and nobody 
knows where tomorrow. A high order 
of conscientiousnesg is needed to move 
one to absolute fidelity to neighbor and 
employer. And the antecedents of. our 

' paid employe do not tend to the cul- 
tivation of the finer yirtues. 

Forbear we, then, to throw the blame 
of extravagant mismanagement of our 
property and finances upon the foreign 
peasant, or the descendant of an en- 
slaved race whom we have promoted to 
@ place upon our domeetic staff. 

The monumental! fact stands fast that 
ehe is the most expensive of modern 
luxuries, A stranger to the responsi- 
bilities of the property owner, she knows 
little and cares less for the value of 
‘what hds cost the employer more money 
than she has ever seen in her Hfe. 
How could it be otherwise? A pearl 
to a child is no more than a glass bead. 

, Old family silver weighs less in the 
mind of Bridget-Thekla-Dinah than the 
gaudy plated ware she gets by hoarding 
trading stamps stripped from the soap 
her nominal mistress lays in by the box. 
Like ignorance of values, fostered by 
the sight of plenty that is wealth to 
her unaccustomed eyes, makes her leave 
the cake of soap to melt in the tub, 
Or dishpan when there is a boxful in 
the storeroom. 
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is that, at the lowest computation, one 
fifth of these are thus employed from 
choice rather than from necessity. I 
have given a summary of the motives 
that lead them to prefer this kind of 
work to remaining at home and taking 
part in domestic duties. 

There are jarge mills in the neighbor- 
hood of my country home, anf’ 1 meet 
scores of operatives in the late after- 
noon. We all know the general type of 
these girls: loud and eager to attract the 
attention of the men they meet; decked 
in shabby finery, and all with “wide 
dispread” coiffures embattling their 
heads. It is natural that they should be 
way and garrulous in the reactiou from 
the routine of daily toil, It is neither 
natural nor decorous thet girls from 15 
to # should traipse in bonnetless gangs 
along the public thoroughfares at an 
hoyr when all the business world is 
“homing.” .' know the stories of some 
of theni—so many that my heart sick- 
ens in the recital—and my wonder 

- grows that mothers of the class the girls 
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earnings in the new world to the sup- 
port of “the o14 folke at home.” Wit- 
nese the incredibly large sums that go 
through the mails over the sea from 
foreign servants on this side. 
‘iorence and Giadys are not to be 
classed with “the foreigners.” They “ 
belong to native families; they were 
graduated from g004 public schools; 
they “go” with nice people, including 
nice young men, and each hae the sure 
and confident expectation of “marrying 
well” when she has had ‘her filing in 
what is to her as truly “Society,” with 
a tall capital letter, as the same word 
signifies “‘the best people” to the mil- 
lonaire’s wife. 

“Marrying well” impliés the ability to 
“keep a girl’ when the bride becomes 
a wifé. For—and here comes the most 
pitiful side of the story—not o of the 
operative daughters, who mi live at 
home if she would, knows thé rudiments 
of practical housewifery. A gardener 
whom I once employed had married a 
factory girl—a prettyish little doll, who 
could not broil a steak or make a

represent do -not take alatm at the 
frightful percentage and insist upon 
keeping them safe at home. 
“But. that is another story.” 
to heaven it were less common! 
The farmers’ and mechanics’ wives of 
a former generation never dreamed of 
other domestic help than they hag in 
their sisters and daughters. Each family 
was a close corporation, as it is now on 
the Buropean continent and in many 
parts of Great Britain. Even where the 
fever of emigration has unsettled the 
old order of things, there is always 
one stay-at-home daughter to take her 
shere in toils for which increasing age 
is disabling the old mother, It is super- 
fluous to add that Bridget and Thekla 
contribute steadily and liberally of their 
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biscuit to save her life. The husband 
did the cooking, and spent his evenings 
at the sewing machine cobbling clothes 
for the expected baby. 

“Keeping a girl” (for Florence and 
Gladys have not quite attained to the 
“maid” nomenclature) stands with them 
for exemption from. work they, with 
other shopgiris, have been taught to 
regard as degrading. If ‘Mother’ has 
kept a third-rate specimen of the genus, 
her daughter wil) have a fourth-rate 
specimen of the costly luxury. She is 
always that! She wastes more of the 
food bought with honest John’s wages 
than would have sufficed to feed the 
Irish or German or southern old folks 
and their progeny; and our whilome 
‘operative is exceptionally lucky if the 
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“girl” does not pilfer as well as waste. 

‘Would 1 “make a household drudge of 
@ fine young creature who is capable 
of higher aims?’ 

That was the substance of a reply 
made by a professor in Hampton Insti- 
tute to my application for a couple of 
girle who would work in «a country 
house for good wages during their vaca- 
tion. I represented, timidiy, as I saw 
the gathering cloud upon the professor's 
face, that many college boys are wait- 
@re in hotels in the summer, and thus 
help to put themselves tirough the 
couree. 

“Please recollect that our pupils have 
higher aspirations than domestic serv- 
fee!” was the opening sentence of the 
retort that qiienched my desire to “lend 
a hand” to some ambitious and inde. 
pendent learner. 


HIGH-SOUNDING HERESY 


T had a similar, and, if possible, more 
crushing answer from a noted philan- 
thropist who runs settlements and girls’ 
clubs in.a metropolitan city: 

“Our Siris have higher ideals than 
housework!" ~ 

Is it-a marvel that Florence and 
Gladys should echo the high-sounding 
heresy? For heresy I hold it to be, in 
view Of the truth that if women do not 
Jearn how to keep houses, the home will 
cease out of the land. 

A mother whose bright son is expected 
to raise the family in the world, ag a 
mechanical engineer, told me prideful- 
ty that she had not had a plumber or 
other mechanic in the house for three 
years. ‘Johnny mends all the locks and 
bells and, puts in window glass, and ac- 
tually takes the range and water pipes 
to pieces and sets them right again. 
I told %is father today that the boy 
had cone us literally hundreds of dol- 
lars in t last four years.” 

The proud parent has two daughters, 
one of whom is a stenographer. and the 
other a ‘“‘salesiady” in a department 
store. A “girl” is hired to cook, do 
chamber and general housework and to 
assist in the washing. 

I dare to assert, without asking any 
questions, that either Florence or 
Gladys could have saved as much in the 
four years as Johnry has done, had she 
remained at home to do all the house- 
work except the washing and ironing 
and what part is assumed by the pa- 
tient, white-haired mother. I learned, 
incidentally, that neither of the girls 
contributes anything to the family in- 
come beyond table board—§5 per week. 
She could save twice the sum by put- 
ting her shoulder to the domestic wheel. 
Furthermore, she could, by. her com- 
panionship and care, cheer and prolong 
the afternoon of life for the parent who 
ig now the sole homemaker. 


I believe firmly, and I have advocated 
strenuously for forty years, the doctrine 
that every girl should be taught some 
‘~pecific business by which she could 
“naintain herself if need demanded. I 
believe, and maintain yet more warmly, 
that the acquisition of this knowledge 
should not hinder her from learning 
what no woman can afford not to know: 
how to order her own “house aright 
in every department. In a little work 
to which I referred last week, ““The 
Distractions of Martha,” I tried to show 
that mere theoretical knowledge of 
cookery and marketing is as sounding 
brass and a tinkling cymbal in the 
march of everyday living and doing. 

What an important part the study 
of practical economy plays in this 
daily walk I have striven to show in 
this series. What a frightful leak in 
household expenses is made by intrust- 
ing the management of materials, the 
preparation of food and the disposition 
of left-overs to one who is, at the 
best, indifferent to her employer's in- 
terests I could not tell in full were 
I to write on until strength and space 
fail me. 

“Bridget has a heavy hand with but- 
ter.” Yet her cake and puddings are 
not a whit superior to those her mis- 
tress makes when Bridget is off on her 
vacation or busy with the washing, al- 
though one-half of the butter goes into 
the composition of the sweet. Thekla 
throws into the swill pail the sour milk

A cook who had been with me three 
years, and had her wages raised twice 
in that time, asked, ntatively, “what 
I thought” of giving her a third raise. 

“Why should I do it?’ /was my reply. 
“Why, you see, ma’ath, everything is 
awful dear. My brother tells me rents 
are going up dreadful.” 

“True. But that affects me—not you.” 
She was Slightly staggered, but ral- 
lied. 

“And there’s coal, ma’am. It’s rising 
every day.” < 

“I have reason to know that. That 
difference can it make to you? I pay 
for heating and lighting my house.” 

“But it costs so much to live! Do 
you know, you can’t get pork chops 
for less than 16 cents a pound? And 
they used to be 12.” 

“Again, I can see that I Am the poor- 
er for the rise in meat. But you get as 
good board as when prices were down. 
You don’t have to pay for your food.”

Ours, too, is the duty of lessening the 
suffering by every intelligent and honest 
means.
